(HE world is alrcady full of books; and the people of God ave ahur« 
dantly furniſhed with excellent beoks upon diuine ſubjects; and it ſeems 


altogrthtr unlikely that my performance will he of any great ſeruice in tie 
* world, fince the moſt excellent writings of worthy and learned men are diſ- 


regarded. But there are two or three conſiderations that have induced me to 


be willing to ſuffer my broken hints to appear. One is, that the books that 
are in the world, are written in very Jugh and refined /anguage ; and the 


fermons that are delivered every Jabbath in. general, are in a very high and 


buoſty ſlile, fo that the common people underſtand but little of them. But I 1 
*- * thank they cannot help underſtanding my talk ; it is common, plain, every

tall; little children may unde-fland me. And poor Negroes may plainly — 
fully underſtand my meaning; and it may be of ſervice to them. Again, it 
may in a particular manner be ſerviccable to my poor kindred, the Indians.

I conclude that this great concourſe of people have come toge-

and I ſuppoſe the biggeſt part of you look upon yourſelves 
chriſtians, and as Tuch J hope you will demean yourſelves 3 
and that you will have Tuitable commiſeration towards this 
poor object. Though you cannot in juctice pray for his life 
to be continued in this world, you can pray earneſtly for the 
ſalvation of his poor ſoul. Let this be therefore, the fervent 
exerciſe of our fouls; for this is the laſt day we have to pray - 
for him. —As for you that do not regard religion, it cannot 
be expected, that you will = up one petition for this miſer- 
able creature: yet I would intreat you ſeriouſly to conſider 
the frailty of corrupt nature, and behave yourſelves as becomes 
rational creatures.

And in a word, let us all be ſuitably affected with the melan- 


choly occaſſon of the day, knowing that we are all dying 
creatures, and accountable unto God. Though this poor 
condemned criminal will in a few minutes know more than 
all of us, either in unutterable joy, or inconceivable woe; 
yet we ſhall certainly know as much as he, in a few days.

ſpeak and hear of it at wy time, and eſpecially on {his mourns 
ful occaſion; for we mult all come to it, how ſoon e cannot

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tell; whether we are prepared or not prepared, ready or not 


ready, whether death is welcome or not welcome, we muſt 
' Feel the force of it: whether we concern ourſelves with dekth 


or not, it will concern itſelf with us. Seeing that this is the 
caſe with every one of us, what manner of perſons ought we 


to be in all holy converſation and godlineſs; how ought men 


to exert themſelves in preparation for death continually ;-for 
they know not what a day or an hour may bring forth, with 
.reſpe& to them. Burt, alas! according to the appearance of 
mankind in general, death is the leaſt thought of. They go on 
from day to day, as if they were to live here forever, as if this 
was the only life. They contrive, rack their inventions, dif- 
turb their reſt, and even hazard their lives in all manner of dan- 


gers, both by ſea and land; yea they leave no ſtone unturned 


that they may live in the world, and at the ſame time have little 
or no contrivance to die well: God and their ſouls are neg- 


lected, and heaven and eternal happineſs: are diſregarded ; 


Chriſt and his religion are deſpiſed—yet molt of theſe very men 
Intend to be happy when they come to die, not conſidering that 
there muſt be great preparation in order to die well, Yea there 


zs none ſo fit to live as thoſe that are fit to die; thoſe that are 


not fit to die are not fit to live. Life and death are nearly con- 


nected: we generally own that it is a great and ſolemn thing 


to die. But I ſay again, how little do mankind realize. theſe 


things? They are buſy about the things of this. world as if 


there was no death before them. Dr. Watts pictures them out 


to the life in his pſalms: * 


See the vain race of mortals move Some walk in honor's gaudy ſhow, 
Like ſhadows.o'er, the plain, . . Some dig for golden ore, | f 
They rage and firive, defire and love, They toil for heirs they know not who, 
But all their noiſe is vain, And ſtiait are ſeen no more. 


Eternal life is ſhamefully diſregarded by men in general, and 


eternal death is choſen rather than liſe. This is the general 


complaint of the bible from the beginning to the end. As long 
28 Chriſt is neglected, life is refuſed, and as long as fin is 
cheriſhed, death is choſen ; and this ſeems to be the woful caſe 
of mankind of all nations, according to their appearance in theſe 
days; for it is too plain to be denied, that vice and immor- 


tality, and floods of iniquity are abounding every where amongſt 


all nations, and all orders and ranks of men, and in every ſect 


of people. Yea there is a great agreement and harmony _ 


all nations, and from the higheſt to the loweſt to pràctiſe fin an 
iniquity z and the pure religion of Jeſus Chriſt is turned out of 
doors, and is dying without; or, in other words, the Lord 


Jueſus Chriſt is turned.out of doors by. men in general, and even 


by his profeſſed people. He came to his own, and his own

ceſs to the houſes and hearts of the children of men: Thus life 
is ro fi ſed and death is choſen. 

But in further ſpeaking upon our text, by divine aftence, | 
I ſhall conſider thoſe two general ptopoſitions : - 1 
I. That ſin is the cauſe of all the miſeries that befal the 
children of men, both as to their bodies and ſouls, for 
time and eternity. 
II. That eternal life and happineſs is the free gift of God, a

In ſpeaking to the firſt propoſition, I ſhall firſt conſider the | 
nature of fin; and ſecondly, ſhall conſider the W of : 
fin, or the wages of ſin, which is death. 
Firſt then, we are to deſcribe the nature of fin, 4 * 
Sin is the tranſgreſſion of the law :—This is a 


definition of fin. Now the law of God being holy, Jul and- 


good; fm muſt be altogether unholy; anjult and evil. If 1 was 
to define ſin, I ſhould call it a contrariety to God; and as ſuch 
it muſt be the vileſt thing in the world; it is full of all evil; it 

is the evil of eviis; the only evil, in which dwells no good 


thing; and is moſt deſtructive to God's creation, here ever it 


takes effect. It was ſin that transformed the very angels of 
heaven into devils; and it was ſin that cauſed hell to be made. 
If it had not been for ſin, there never would have been ſuch a 
thing as hell or devil, death or miſery, ' 

And if fin is ſuch a thing as we have juſt deſcribed; 7 0 muſt 
be worſe than the devils and hell itſelf.— Sin is full of deadly 
poiſon ; it is full of malignity and hatred againſt God, againſt 
all his divine perfections and attributes, againſt his ewittiom, 
againſt his power, againſt his holineſs and goodneſs, againſt 
his mercy and juſtice, againſt his written law and goſpel ; yea, 
againſt his very being and exiſtence. Were it in the power of 
fin, it would even dethrone God, and ſet itſelf on the throne. 
When Chriſt, the Son of the Moſt High, came down from 
the glorious world above, into this wretched world of fin and 
ſorrow, to ſeek and to ſaye that which was lolt, fin; or 1 | 
roſe up againſt him, as ſoon as he entered our world! and 
fued him with helliſh malicey night and day, for above titty. 
years together, until they killed him. 

Further, fin is agaiuſt the Holy Ghoſt ; it oppoſes all his good 
and holy operations upon the children of men, When, and 
wherever there is the out-pouring of the Spirit of God, upon 
the children of men, in a way of conviction and converſion ; 
fin will immediately prompt the devil and his children to riſe 
up againſt i it, and they will oppoſe the work with all their power 
and in every ſhape. - And if open-oppoſition will not do, the 


devil will mimick the work, and thus prevent the good effect. 


Thus we find by the ſcripture accounts, that whenever God 


a raiſes up men, and uſes them as inſtruments of conviction and 
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converſion, the devil and his inſtruments will riſe up to deſtroy 
both the reformers and the reformed. Thus it has been from 


the early days of Chriſtianity, to this day. We have found it 


ſo in our day. In the time of the outpouring of the Spirit of 
God in theſe colonies, to the conviction and reformation of 
many; immediately ſin and the devil influenced numbers to 
riſe up againſt the good work of God, calling it deluſion, and 
the work of the devil. And thus ſin alſo oppoſes every motion 
of the Spirit of God, in the heart of every Chriſtian; this makes 


' a warfare in the ſoul. 
2. I ſhall endeavour to ſhew the ſad conſequences or effects 


of ſin upon the children of men. 


e e fools. The 


Pſalmrſtfays; The fool hath ſaid in his heart, there is noGod. And 


Solomon, through his Proverbs, calls ungodly ſinners fools; and 


their ſin he calls their folly and fooliſhneſs. The Apoſtle James 


ſays, © Butthe tongue can no man tame, it is an unruly evil, full 
of deadly poiſon.” It is the heart that is in the firſt place full of 


this „deadly poiſon.” The tongue is only an interpreter of the 
heart. Sin has vitiated the whole man, both foul and body; 
all the powers are corrupted ; it has turned the minds of men 
againſt all good, towards all evil. So poiſoned are they, ac- 
cording. to the Prophet Iſaiah v. 20. Wo unto them 
that call evil good, and good evil; that put darkneſs for light, 
and light for darkneſs; that put bitter for ſweet, and ſweet for 
bitter. And Chriſt Jeſus ſaith in John iii. 19, 20. And 


this is the condemnation, that light is come into the world, 
and men loved darkneſs rather than light, becauſe their deeds 
were evil. For every one that doth evil hateth the light, neither 


cometh to the light, leſt his deeds ſhould be reproved.” Sin 
has ſtupified mankind, they are now ignorant of God their 
maker; neither do they enquire after him. And they are i 


norant of themſelves, they know not what is good for them, nei- 
ther do they underſtand their danger; and they have no fear of 


God before their eyes. 
Further, fin has blinded their eyes, ſo that they cannot diſcern 


ſpiritual things; neither do they ſee the way that they ſhould 


go, and they are deaf as adders, ſo that they cannot hear the 


Joyful ſound. of the goſpel that brings glad tidings of peace and 


ardon to ſinners of mankind. Neither do they regard the 
harmer charming ever ſo wiſely ._—Not only ſo, but ſin has 
made man proud, though he has nothing to be proud of; for he 
has loſt all his excellency, his beauty and happineſs; he is a 
Þankrupt, and is excommunicated from God; he was turned out 


of Paradiſe by God himſelf, and became a vagabond in God's 
world, and as ſuch he has no right nor title to the lealt erumb of 
mercyu in the world: yet he is proud, he is haughty, and-exalts 


Wimiclf above God, though he is wretched aud miſerable, and 
_ . * a | 7 poor,

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poor, and blind and naked. He glories in his ſhame. Sin has 
made him beaſtly and deviliſh ; yea he is ſunk beneath the beaſts, 
and is worſe than the ravenous beaſts of the wilderneſs. He is 
become ill-natured, cruel and murderous; I ſaid he is worſe 
than the ravenous bealts, for wolves and bears do not devour 
their own kind, but man does; yea we have numberleſs in- 
ſtances: of women. killing their own children; ſuch women L 
think are worſe than ſhe tygers. | | 
Sin has made man diſhoneſt and deceitful, ſo that he goes 
about cheating and defrauding and deceiving his fellow-men in 
the world: yea, he is become a cheat to himſelf, he goes about 
in a vain ſhew; we do not know where to find man. Some- 
times we find him as an angel of God ; and at other times we 
find as a devil, even one and the ſame man. Sin has made man 
a liar even from the womb; ſo that there is no believing nor truſt- 
ing him. The royal pſalmiſt ſays, « The wicked are eſtranged 
from the womb, they go altray as ſoon as they are born, ſpeak- 
ing lies.” —His language is alſo corrupted. Whereas he had 
a pure and holy language, in his innocency, to adore and praiſe 
God his maker, he now curſes, ſwears, and. profanes the, holy 


name of God, and curſes and damns his fellow-creatures.. In 


a word, man is a moſt unruly and ungovernable creature, and is 
become as the wild aſs's colt, and is harder to tame than any of 
God's creatures in this world. In ſhort, man is worſe than all 
creatures in this lower world, his propenſity is to evil and that 
continually; he is more like the devil than any creature e can 


think of: and I think it is not going beyond the word of God, 


to ſay, man is the moſt deviliſh"creature in this world. Chriſt _ 
ſaid to his diſciples, 4 One of you is a devil;“ to the Jews he 


ſaid, „Ve are of your father the devil, and the.Juſts of your 


father ye will do.“ Thus every unconverted ſoul is a child of 
the devil, ſin has made him fo. F | | 
Sin is the cauſe of all the miſeries that attend poor ſinful 
man. . I ſhall conſider his temporal death. 
| His, temporal death then begins as ſoon: as he is born. 
Though it ſeems to us that he is juſt beginning to live, yet in 
fact he is juſt entered into a ſtate of death: as St. Paul ſays, - 
« Wherefore, as by one man fin entered into the world, and 
death by ſin; and ſo death paſſed upon all men, for that all 


have ſinned.” Man is ſurrounded with ten thouſand inſtruments 


of death, and is liable to death every moment of his life; a 
thouſand diſeaſes await him on every fide continually ; the ſen- 
tence of death is paſt upon himas ſoon as he is borng yea, he is 
ſtruck with death as ſoon as he breathes. . And it ſeems all the 


enjoyments of men in this world are alſo poiſoned with fins 


for God ſaid to Adam after he had finned, . Curſed is the ground 


for thy ſake, in ſorrow ſhalt thou eat of it all the days of thy 


life.” By this we plainly ſeg that every thing that grows out 
EE. : | of 
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of the ground is curſed, and all creatures that God hath made 
for man are curſed alſo; and whatever Ged-curſes is a curſed 
thing indeed. Thus death and deſtruction are in all the enjoy- 
ments of men in this life, every enjoyment in this world is lia- 
ble to misfortune in a thouſand ways, both by ſea and land. 


How many ſhips, that have been loaded with the choiceſt | 


treaſures of the earth, have been ſwallowed up in the ocean ma- 
ny times juſt before they enter their deſired haven. And vaſt 
treaſures have been conſumed by fire on the land. And the 
fruits of the earth are liable to many judgments. And the dear- 


eſt and neareſt enjovments of men are generally balanced with 


equal ſorrow and grief. A man and his wife who have lived 
together in happineſs for _ years; that have comforted each 
E, 


other in various changes of | 


muſt at laſt be ſeperated ; one 


or the other muſt be taken away firſt by death, and then the poor 


ſurvivor is drowned in tears, in ſorrow, mourning and grief. 
And when a dear child or children are taken away by death, the 


bereaved parents are bowed down with forrow and deep mourn- 
ing. When Joſeph was ſold by his brethren unto the Iſhma- 
elites, they took- his coat and rolled it in blood, and carried it 


to their father, and the good patriarch knew it to be Joſeph's 
coat, and he concluded that his dear Joſeph was devoured by 
evil beaſts, 'and he was plunged all over in ſorrow and bitter 
mourning, and he refuſed to be comforted. - And ſo when ten- 
der parents are taken away by death, the children are left com- 

fortleſs.—All this is the ſad effect of ſin.— Theſe are the wages

A dead ma 


And we are to conſider man's ſpiritual death, while he is here 
in this world. We find it thus written in the word of God. 
And the Lord God c mmanded the man, ſaying, of every tree 
of the garden thou mayeſt freely eat: but of the tree of know- 
ledge, of good and evil, thou ſhalt not eat of it, for in the day 
that thou eateſt thereof thou ſhalt ſurely dice.” And yet he did 
eat of it, and ſo he a d all his poſterity, are but dead mem And 
St. Paul to the Epheſians ſaith, You hath he quickened, who 
were dead in treſpaſſes and ſins.” —The great Mr. Henry ſays 
on this place, that unregenerate ſouls, all thoſe who are in their 
ſins, are dead in fins ; yea, in treſpaſſes and fins; which may 
ſignify all ſorts of fins, habitual and actual; fins of heart and 
life. Sin is the death of the foul, Wherever that prevails, 
there is a privation of all ſpiritual life. Sinners are dead in fate 
being deſtitute of the principles and powers of ſpiritual life; and 
cut off from God, the fountain of life: and they are dead in law, 


dead man, in a natural ſenſe, is unactive, and is of no ſervice 
to the living; there is no correſpondence between the dead and 
the living; there is no agreement or union between them, no 
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is altogether ignorant of the interconrſes amongſt the living: 

Juſt ſo it is with men that are ſpiritually dead; they have no 
agreeable activity. Their activity in fin, is their deadneſs, and 
inactivity towards God. They are of no fervice to God; and 


they have no correſpondence with heaven; and there 1s no agree- 
ment or fellowſhip between them and the living God; and they * 
are totally ignorant of the agreeable and ſweet intercourſe there 


is between God and his children here below: and they are 1g- 
norant, and know nothing of that bleiſed fellowſhip and union 
there is among the ſaints here below, They are ready to ſay 
indeed, Behold how they love one another ! But they know 
nothing of that love, that the children of God enjoy. As fin 
is in oppoſition to God, fo finners are at enmity againſt God; 
there is no manner of agreement between them. | 
Let us conſider further. God is a living God, he is all life, 
the fountain of life; and a ſinner is a dead ſoul ; there is no- 
thing but death in him. And now judge ye, what agreement 
can there be between them? God is a holy and pure God, and 
a ſinner is an unholy and filthy creature: -God is a righteous _ 
Being, and a ſinner is an unrighteous creature; God is light, 
and a ſinner is darkneſs itfelt. Further, what agreement 
can there be between God and a lyar, a thief, a drunkard, a 
ſwearer, a profane creature, à whoremonger, an adulterer, and 
idelater. No-one that has any ſenſe, dare ſay, that there 
is any agreement. Further, as ſinners are dead to God, as 
ſuch, they have no delight in God, and godlineſs ; they have 
no taſte for the religion of Jeſus'Chriſt ; they have no pleaſure 
in the holy exerciſes of religion. Prayer is no pleaſant work 
to them; or if they have any pleaſure in it, it is not out of 
love to God, but out of ſelf-love, like the Phariſees, of old; 


they loved to pray in open view of men, that they might have 


raiſe from them. But. probably they were not careful to pray 
in ſecret. - Theſe were dead ſouls, they were unholy, rotten 


| hypocrites, and ſo all their prayers and religious exerciſes were 
_ Cold, dead, and abominable ſervices to God. Indeed they ars 


dead to all the duties that God requires of them; they are 
dead to the holy bible; to all the Jaws, commands and pre- 


cepts thereof; and to the ordinances of the goſpel of the Lord 


Jeſus Chriſt. When they read the book of God, it is like an 
old almanack to them, a dead book. But it is becauſe t 
are dead, and as ſuch, all their ſervices are againit God, even 
their beſt ſervices are an abomination unto God; yea ſinners 
are ſo dead in fin, that the threatenings of God db not move 
them. All the thunderings and lightnings of Mount Sinai do 
not ſtir them. Though all the curſes of the law are out againſt _ . 
them; yea; every time they read theſe curſes in the bible, they 
are curſing them to their faces, and to their very eyes; yet 
they are unconcerned, and go on in ſin without fear, And 
ts ah laſtly - 
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 ſtly here: Sin has ſo ſtupiſied the ſinner, that he will nor be- 
ere his own ſenſes; he wont believe his own eyes, or his 
don ears; he reads the book of God, but he docs not believe 
what he reads. And he hears of God, arid heaven, and ete- 
nal happineſs, and of hell and eterpal miſery ; but he believe 
none of theſe things; he goes on, as if there were no GY, 
nor heaven and happineſs, and as if he had not any fear of hell 
and eternal torments;—he ſecs his fellow men dropping away 
daily on every fide, 2 he goes on careleſsly in ſin, as if he 
never was to die. And if he at any time thinks of dying, he 
hardly believes his own thoughts. Death is at a great diſtance, 
ſo far off, that he does not concern himſelf about it, ſo as to 
prepare for it. God mournfully complains of his people, that 
they do not conſider; O that they were wile, that they un- 
derſtood this, that they would conſider their latter end.“ | 
} The next thing I ſhall conſider, is the actual death of the 
= body, or ſeparation between ſoul and body. At the ceſſation 
| of natural life, there is an end of all the enjoyments of this 
life : there is no more joy nor ſorrow ; no more hope nor fear, 
as to the body; no more contrivance and carrying on any bu- 
fineſs; no more merchandizing and trading; no more farm- 
ing; no more buying and ſclling; no more building of any 
kind, no more contrivance at all-to live in the world; no more 
fatteries nor frowns from the world; no more honor nor re- 
proach ; no more ꝓraiſe; no more good report, nor evil report; 
no mere learning of any trades, arts or ſciences in the world; 
no more ſinful pleaſures, they are all at an end; recreatious, 
- viſiting, tavern haunting, muſic and dancing, chambering and ; 
Carouſing, playing at dice and cards, or any game whatſoever ; |: 
curling and ſwearing,. and profaning the holy name of God, 
grunkenneſs, fighting, debauchery, lying and cheating, in this 
world. muſt ceaſe for ever. Not only ſo, ſinners muſt bid an 
eternal farewell to all the world; bid farewell to all their beloved 
fins and pleaſures: and the places and poſſeſſions that knew 
them once, ſhall know them no more for ever. And further, 
hey muſt bid adieu to all ſacred and divine things. They are 
obliged to leave the bible, and all the ordinances thereof; and 
40 bid farewell to preachers, and all ſermons and all chriſtian 
le, and chriftian converſation ; they muſt bid a long fare-- 
well to fabbaths and ſeaſons, and opportunities of worſhip ; 
yea, an eternal farewell to God the Father, Son and Hol 
Ghoſt, and adieu to heaven and all happigeſs, to ſaints and all | 
the inhabitants of the upper world. At your leiſure pleaſe to 
read the deſtruftion of Babylon; Rev. the 18th, mait of that 
deſcription will apply to the caſe of dying ſinners. 
Mean while, the poor departed ſoul muſt take up its lodging 
n ſorrow, woe and miſery, in the lake that burns with fire 
and brimitone; where the worm dieth not, and the fire is not 
gp | quenched; 
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nched; where a multitude of frightful deformed devils dwell, 
and the damned ghoſts of Adam's race; where darkneſs, hor- 
Tor and deſpair reigns, where hope never comes, and where 
poor guilty naked ſouls will be tormented with exquiſite tor- 
ts, even the wrath of the Almighty poured out upon their 
dafhned fouls ; the ſmoke of their-torments aſcending up for 
ever and ever; and hellifh groans, howlings, cries and ſhrieks 
all round them, and mercileſs devils upbraiding them for their 
folly and madneſs, arid tormenting them inceſſantly.—And 
there they muſt endure the moſt unſatiable, fruitleſs deſire. 
and the moſt overwhelming ſhame and confuſion, and the moſt 
horrible fear, and the moſt doleful forruw, and the moſt rack- 
ing deſpair; When they caſt their flaming eyes to heaven, 
with Dives in torments, they behold an angry and frowning 
God, whoſe. eyes are as a flaming. fire, and they are ſtruck 
with ten thouſand darts of pain; and the ſight of the happi- 
neſs of the ſaints above, adds to their pains and . aggravates 
their miſery. And when they reflect upon their paſt folly and 
madneſs, in neglecting the great ſalvation in their day, it wil 
pierce them with ten thouſand inconceivable torments; it will 
as it were enkindle their hell afreſh; and it will cauſe them to 
curſe themſelves bitterly, and curſe the day in which they were 
born, and curſe their parents that were the inſtruments of their 
being in the world; yea they will. curfe, bitterly curſe; and 
wiſh that very God that gave them their being, to be in the 
ſame condition with them in hell torments. This is what is 
called the ſecond death, and it is the laſt death, and an eternal 
death to a guilty ſoul, x" SKK 
And O eternity, eternity, eternity! Who can meaſure it? 
Who can count the years thereof? Arithmetic muſt fail, the 
thoughts of men and angels are drowned in it; how ſhall we 
deſcribe _— ? To what ſhall we compare-it? Were it 
poſſible to employ a fly to carry off this globe by the ſmali par- 
ticles thereof, and to carry them to ſuch a diſtance: that it ſhould 
return once in ten thouſand years for another particle, -and fo 
continue until it has carried off all this globe, and framed them. | 
together in {ome unknown ſpace, until it has made juſt ſuch a = 
world as this is; after all, eternity would remain the ſame un-  -_ 
exhauſted duration *. This muſt be the unavoidable portion of 
all impenitent ſinners, let them be who they will, great or 
ſmall, honorable or ignoble, rich or poor, bond or free. Ne- 
groes, Indians, Engliſh, or of what nations ſoever, all that 
die in their ſins, muſt go to hell together, for the wages of 
{in is death. Ph” ES 1 
The next thing that I was to conſider is this: TILT 
II. That eternal life and happineſs is the free gift of God, 
through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord. vey 6.8 


„Reader, do notice the Ingiag's Deſcription of ET BRNIT rs 
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Under this propoſition I ſhall endeavour to ſhew, what this 
life and happineſs 1s. f 

The life that is mentioned in our text, begins with a pri- 
tual life: it is the life of the ſoul, a reſtoration of ſoul from 
fin to holineſs, ſrom darkneſs to light, a tranſlation from the 
kingdom and dominion af gfatan, to the kingdom of God's 
grace. In other words, it is being reſtored to the image of 
God, and delivered from the image of ſatan. And this life 
conſiſts in union of the ſoul to God, and communion with 
God; a real participation of the divine nature, or in the apoſ- 
tle's words, it is Chriſt formed within us; © I live, ſays he, yet 
not I, but Chriſt liveth in me.” And the apoſtle John ſajth, 
« Godis love, and he that dwelleth in love, dwelleth in God, and 
God in him.” This is the life of the ſoul. | It is called em- 
phatically life, becauſe it ſhall never have a period, but is ſtable, 
permanent, and unchangeable, called in the ſcriptures, ever- 
laſting life, or life eternal. And the happineſs of this life con- 
fiſts in communion with God, or in the ſpiritual enjoyment 
of God. As much as a ſoul enjoys of God in this life, juſt ſo 
much of life and happineſs he enjoys or poſſeſſes ; yea, jult ſo 
' much of heaven he enjoys. A true chriſtian, deſires no other 
heaven, but the enjoyment of God: a full and perfect enjoy- 

ment of God, is a full and perfect heaven and happineſs to a 
gracious ſoul.— Further, this life is called eternal lite, becauſe 
God has planted a living'princigge in the ſonl 5 and whereas 
he was dead before, now he.is made alive unto God ; there is 
an active principle within him towards God, he now moves 
towards God in his religious devotions and exerciſes; is daily, 
comfortably and ſweetly walking with God, in all his ordi- 
nances and commands; his delight is in the ways of God; he 
breathes towards God, a living breath, in praiſes, prayers, ado- 
rations and thankſgivings; his prayers are now heard in the 
heavens, and his praiſes delight the ears of the Almighty, and 
his thankſgrvings are accepted. So alive is he now to God, that 
it is his meat and drink, yea more than his meat and drink; 
to do the will of his heavenly Father. It is his delight, his 
happineſs and pleaſure to ſerve God. He does not drag him- 
ſelf to his duties now, but he does them out of choice, and 
with alacrity of ſoul. Yea; fo alive is he to God, that he gives 
up himſelf and all that he has entirely to God, to be for him 
and none other; his whole aim is to glorify God in all things, 
whether by life or death, all the fame to him. n 
- We have a bright example of this in St Paul. After he 
was converted, he was all alive to God ; he regarded not him- 
ſelf, but was willing to ſpend, and be ſpent in the ſervice of 
his God; he was hated, reviled, deſpiſed, laughed at, and 
called by all manner of evil names ; was ſcourged, ſtoned and 
impriſoned ; and all could not ſtop his activity towards God. 

n - Re . 
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He would boldly and couragiouſly go on in preaching the goſ- . 
pel of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, to poor, Joſt, and undone fin» ' 
ners; he would do the work God ſet him about, in ſpite of 
all oppoſition he met with, either from men or devils, earth or 
hell; come death, or come life, none of theſe things moved 
him, becauſe he was alive unto God. Though he ſuffered 
hunger and thirſt, cold and heat, poverty,and nakedneſs by day 
and by night, by ſea and land, and was ih danger all ways; yet 
he would ſerve God amidſt all theſe dangers. Read his amaz- 
ing account in 2 Cor. xi. 23. and on. 4 
Another inſtance of marvellous love towards God, we have 
in Daniel. When there was'a proclamation, ſent by the king, 
to all his ſubjeRs, forbidding them to call upon their gods, 
for thirty days; which was done by envious men, that t 
might find occaſion againſt Daniel, the ſervant of the Moſt 
High God; yet he having the life of God in his ſoul, regarded 
not the king's decree, but made his petitions to his God, as 
often as he uſed to do, though death was threatened to the 
difobedient. But he feared not the hell. they had prepared; 
the den reſembled hell, and the lions the devils. Thus 
Daniel and Paul went through fire and water, as the com- 
mon ſaying is, becauſe they had eternal life in their ſouls in an 
eminent manner; and they regarded not th:s life, for the cauſe 
and glory of God. And thus it has been in all ages with truer 
Chriſtians. Many of the fore-fathers of the Engliſh, in this 
entry, had this life, and are gone the ſame way that the 
holy prophets and apoſtles went. Many of them went through 
all manner of ſufferings for God; and a great number of them 
are gone home to heaven, in chariots of fire. I have ſeen the 
place in I.ondon, called Smithfield, where numbers were burn; 
to death for the religion of Jeſus Chriſt . And there is the 
ſame life in true chriſtians now in theſe days; and if there 
ſhould perſecutions ariſe in our day, I verily believe, true 
chriſtians would ſuffer with the ſame ſpirit and temper of mind, 
as thoſe did, who ſuffered in days paſt. . 
We proceed to ſhew, that this life which we have deſeribed, 
is the ſree gift of God, through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord. 
Sinners have fortcited all mercy into the hand of divine juſ— 
tice, and have merited hell and damnation to themſelves ; for 
the wages of ſin is everlaſting death, but heaven and happineſs 
is a free gift; it comes by fayour; and all merit is excluded; . 
and eſpecially if we conlider that we are fallen ſinful creatures,.

»That part of Smithfield on which the Bell lately ſtood, it ſeems- 
is the very ground that was hallowed by the feet of the burni 

' Martyrs. A ſmall circular pavement is the only diſtinction which 
now remains to aſcertain the memorable, the never to be forgotten ſpot, 
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and there is nothing in us that can recommend us to the favour 
of God; and we can do nothing that is agreeable and accept- 
able to. God ; and the mercies we enjoy 1n this life, are alto- 


- gether from the pure mercy of God ; we are unequal to them. 
Good old Jacob cried out. under a ſenſe of his unworthineſs, 


1 am leſs than the. leaſt of all thy mercies,“ we have no- 


thing to give unto God. if we eſſay to give all the ſervice that we 
are capable of, we ſhould give him nothing but what was his 


own, and when we give up ourſelves unto God, both ſoul and © 


body, we give him nothing; for we were his before ; he had 
right to do with us as he pleaſed, either to throw us into hell, 
or fave us. —T here is nothing that we can call our. own, but 
our ſins; and who is he that dares to ſay, I expect to have 
heaven for my fins! for our text ſays, that the wages of ſin is 
death. If we are thus unequal and unworthy of the leaſt mercy 
in this life, how much more are we unworthy of eternal life ? 
yet God can find it in his heart to give it, And it is altogether 
unmerited ; it is a free gift to undeferving and hell deſerving 
ſinners of mankind: it is altogether of God's ſovereign good 
pleaſure to give it. It is of free grace and ſovereign mercy, and 
from the unbounded neſs of God; he was ſelf- moved 


to it. And it is ſaid, that this life is given in and through the 


Lord Jefus Chriſt, It could not be given in any other way, 
but in and through the death and ſufferings of Chriſt ; Chriſt 
* Himſelf is a gift, and he is the chriſtian's life. For God 
fo loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that 
wWhoſoever believeth in him ſhould not periſh, but have ever- 
laſting life.” The word ſays further, For by grace ye are 
ſaved, through faith, and that not of yourſelves, it is the gift 
of God.“ This is given through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord; Chriſt 
obtained it with his own blood, by the influence of his ſpirit 
he prepares us for it; and by his divine grace preſerves us to 
it. In a word, he is all in all in our eternal ſalvation ; all 
this is the free giſt of God. | .

My poor unhappy brother MOSES ; 2 
As it was your own deſire that I ſhould preach to you this 
laſt diſcourſe, ſo I ſhall ſpeak plainly to you.— Lou are the 
bone of my bone, and fleſh of my fleth. - You are an Indian, 
a deſpiſed creature; but you have deſpiſed yourſelf ;. yea, you 
have deſpiſed God more; you have trodden under foot his 
authority; you have deſpiſed his commands and precepts: 


and now, as God fays, be ſure your fins will find you out ;'? 
ſo now, poor Moſes, ycurſins have found you out, and they have 


overtaken you. this day 3 the day of your death is now come 
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the king of terrors is at hand; you have but a very few. mo- 


ments to breathe in this world. —The juſt laws of man, and 


the holy law of Jehovah, call aloud for the deſtruction of your - 


mortal life; God ſays, « Whoſo ſheddeth man's blood, by 
man ſhall his blood be ſhed.” This is the ancient decree of 
heaven, and it is to be executed by man; nor have you the - 
leaſt gleam of hope of eſcape, for the unalterable ſentence is 
paſt ; the terrible day of execution is come; the unwelcome 
guard is about you; and the fatal inſtruments of death are now 
made ready ; your coffin and your grave, your laft lodging, are 
open ready to receive you. | 


| + Alas! poor Moſes, now you know, by ſad, by woful expe- 


rience, the living truth of our text, that the wages of ſin is 
death. You have been already dead; yea twice dead: by na- 
ture ſpiritually dead, and fince the awful ſentence of death 
has been paſt upon you, you have been dead to all the pleaſures 


of this lite: or all the pleaſures, lawful or unlawful, have been 


dead to you: And death which is the wages of fin, is ſtand- 


ing even on this ſide of your grave ready to put a final period 


to your mortal life ; and juſt beyond the grave, eternal death 


. awaits your poor ſoul, and the devils are ready to drag your 


miſerable ſoul down to their bottomleſs den, where everlaſting 


woe and horror reigns ; the place is filled with doleful ſhrieks, 


howls and groans of the damned. Oh! to what a miſerable, ' 
forlorn, and wretched condition, heve your extravagant folly 
and wickedneſs brought you, i. e, if you die in your fins, 


And O!] what manner of repentance ought you to manifeſt ! 


How ought your heart to bleed for what you have done! Ho] 
ought you to proſtrate your ſoul before a bleeding God! A 
under felf-condemnation, cry out, Ah Lord, ah Lord, what 
have I done! — Whatexer partiality, injuſtice and error there 
may be among the judges of the earth, remember that you have 
deſerved a thouſand deaths, and a thouſand hells, by reafon of 
your ſins, at the hands of a holy God. Should God come out 


' againſt you in {tri juſtice, alas! what could you fay for t 


ſelf? for you have been brought vp under the bright ſun - hin 


and plain, and loud ſound of the goſpef; and you have had a 


good education; you can read and write well; and God has 
wen you a good natural underſtanding: and there fore your 
ns are fo much more aggravated. | You have not ſinned in 
ſuch an ignorant manner as others have done; but you have 


ſinned with both your eyes open as it were, under the light, 


even the glorious light of the goſpel of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 
Lou have ſinned againſt the light of your own conſcience, 
againſt your knowledge and underſtanding ; you have ſinned 
againſt the'pure and holy laws of God, and the juſt laws of 
men; you have ſinned againſt heaven and earth; you have 


fanned againſt all the mercies and goodneſs of God; you have 
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finned againſt the whole bible, againſt the old and new- teſta- 
ment; you have ſinned | againſt the blood of Chriſt, which is 
the blood of the everlaſting covenant. O poor Moſes, ſee what 
you have done! and now repent, repent, I ſay again repent ; 
| fee how the blood you ſhed cries againſt you, and the avenger 
of blood is at your heels. O fly, fly to the Blood of the Lamb 
of God, for the pardon of all your aggravated fins. 


But let us now turn to a more pleaſant theme.— Though 


ou have been a great ſinner, a heaven daring ſinner; yet hark 
© hear the joyful ſound from heaven, even from the King of 
kings, and Lord of lords ; that the gift of God js eternal life, 
through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord. It is a free gift, and beſtwed 
on the greateſt ſinners, and upon their true repentance towards 
God and faith in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, they ſhall be welcome 
to the life, which we have ſpoken of; it is granted upon free 
terms. He that hath no money may come ; he that hath no 
righteouſneſs, no googneſs, may come; the call is to poor un- 
done ſinners ; the call is not to the righteous, but ſinners, 
inviting them to repentance. Hear the 'voice of the Son of the 
moſt high God, Come unto me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you reſt.” This is a call, a gra- 
cious call to you, poor Moſes, under your preſent burdens and 
diſtreſſes. And Chriſt has a right to call ſinners to himſelf. 
It would be preſumption for a mighty angel to call a poor ſin- 
ner to himſelf ; and were it poſſible for you to apply to all God's 
creatures, they would with one voice tell you, that it was not 


in them to help you. Go to all the means of grace, they 


would prove miſerable helps, without Chrilt himſelf. Yea, 
apply toall the miniſters of the goſpel in the world, they would 
all ſay, that it was not in them, but would only prove as in- 
dexes, to point out to you, the Lurd Jeſus Chriſt, the only 
Saviour of ſinners of mankind. Yea, go to all the angels in 

heaven, they would do the ſame. Yea, go to God the Father 
himſelf, without Chriſt, he could not help you. to ſpeak after 
the manner of men, he would alſo point ta the ov Jeſus 
Chriſt, and ſay, * This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well 

leaſed, hear ye him.” Thus you ſee, poor Moſes, that there 


is none in heaven, or on the earth. that can help you, bur 
Chriſt ; he alone has power to ſave and to give life —God-the _ 


eternal Father appointed him, choſe him, authorized, and fully 
commiſſioned him to ſave ſinners. He came down from hea- 
ven, into this lower world, and became as one of us, and ſtoud 
in our room. tHe was the ſecond Adam. And as God de- 
manded perfect obedience of the firſt Adam; the ſecond ful- 
filled it; and as the firſt ſinned, and incurred- the wrath and 
anger of God, the ſecond endured it; he ſuffered in our room. 
As he became fin for us, he was a man of ſorrows, and ac- 
quainted with grief; all our ſtripes were laid upon him; * 
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he was finally condemned, becauſe we were under condemna- 
tion: and at laſt was executed and put to death for our fins ; 
was lifted up between the heaven and the earth, and was cru- 
cißed on the accurſed tree; his bleſſed hands and feet were 
faſtened there ; there he died,a ſhameful and ignominious 
death + there he finiſhed the great work of our redemption : 
there his heart's blood was ſhed for our cleanſing: there he 
fully ſatisfied the divine juſtice of God, for penitent, believir 
ſinners, though they have been the chief of ſinners. -O Moſes! 
this is good news to you, in this laſt day of your life; Behold! 
a crucified Saviour; his bleſſed hands are out- ſtretched, all 
in a gore of blood. This is the only Saviour, an almighty 
Saviour, juſt ſuch as you ſtand-in infinite and periſhing need 
of. O, poor Moſes! hear the dying prayer of a gracious Sa- 
viour on the accurſed tree.“ Father forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.“ This was a prayer for his enemiez 
and murderers; and it is for all who repent and believe in 
him. O why. will you die eternally, poor Moſes, ſince Chriſt 
has died for ſinners? Why will you go to hell from beneath 
the bleeding Saviour as it were? This is the day of your exe- 
cution, yet it is the accepted time, it is the day cf ſalvation if 
you now believe in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. Muſt Chriſt follow 
| you into the priſon by his ſervants, and there intreat you to 
accept of eternal life, and will you refuſe it? and muſt he 
follow you even to the gallows, and there befeech you to ac- 
cept of him, and will you refuſe him? Shall he be crucified 
hard by your gallows, as it were, and will you regard him not? 
() poor Moſes, believe on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt with all your 
heart, and thou ſhalt be faved eternally. Come juſt as you 
are, with all your fins and abominations, with all your blood- 
nltineſs, with all your condemnation, and lay hold of the 
hope ſet before you this day. This is the laſt day of ſalvation _ 
with your ſoul ; you will be beyond the bounds of mercy in 
a few minutes more. O, what a joyful day will it be if you 
now openly belicye in, and receive the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; it 
would be the beginning of heavenly days with your poor ſoul ; 
inſtead of a melancholy day, it would be a wedding day to your 
ſoul ; it would cauſe the very angels in heaven to rejoice, and 
the ſaints on earth tb be glad; it would cauſe the angels ta 
come down from the realms above, and wait hovering about 
your gallows, ready to convey your ſoul to the heavenly man- 
ſions, there to take the poſſeſſion of eternal glory and happineſs, - 
and join the heavenly choirs in ſinging the ſong of Moſes and 
the Lt ; there to fit down forever with Abraham, Ifaac and 
Jacob in the kingdom of God's glory; and your ſhame and 
guilt ſhall be forever baniſhed from the place, and all forrow 
and fear forever fly away, and tears be wiped from your face 3 
and there ſhall you forever admire the aſtoniſhing and amazing 
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and infinite mercy of God in Chriſt Jeſus, in pardoning ſuck 
a monſtrous ſinner as you have been; there you will claim the 
higheſt note of praiſe, for the riches of free grace in Chriſt Je- 
fus. But if you will not accept of a Saviour propoſed to your 
acceptance in this laſt day of your life, you muſt this very day, 
bid farewell to God the Father, Son and Holy Ghoſt, to hea- 
ven and all the ſaints and angels that are there ; and you muſt 
bid all the faints in this lower world an eternal farewell, and 
even the whole world. And ſo I muſt leave you in the hands 
of God; and mult turn to the whole auditory. | 
 SIRS, We may plainly fee, from what we have heard, and 
from the miſerable object before us, into what a doleful con- 
dition ſin has brought mankind, even into a ſtate of death and 
miſery. Fe are by nature as certainly-under ſentence of death 
fiom God, as this miſerable man is, by the the juſt determi - 
nation of man; and we are all dying creatures, this is the 
dreadful fruit of fin. O! let us then fly from all appearance 
of fin; let us fight againſt it with all our might; let us repent 


and turn to God, and believe on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that 


we may live forever; let us all prepare for death, for we know 

not how ſoon, nor bow ſuddenly we may be called out of the 
world. - 5 

Permit me reverend gentlemen and fatbhers in Iſrael, to ſpeak 

a few words to you, though I am well ſenſible that I need to 


be taught the firſt principles of the oracles of God, by the leaſt 


of you. But ſince the providence of God has ſo ordered it, 
that I muſt ſpeak here on this occaſion, I beg that you would 
not be offended nor be angry with me 
God has raiſed 54 up, from among your brethren, and has 
es and authoriſed you to do his great work; and you are 
e ſervants of the Moſt High God, and miniſters of the Lord 
Jeſus, the Son of the living God : you are Chriſt's ambaſſadors; 
Jeu are called ſhepherds, watchmen, overſeers, or biſhops, and 
yeu are rulers of the temples of God, or of the aſſemblies of 
God's people; you are God's angels, and as ſuch you have no- 
thing to do but to wait upon God, and to do the work the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt your bleſſed Lord and Maſter has ſet you about, 
not fearing the face ot any man, nor ſeeking to pleaſe men, but 
your Maſter. You are to declare the whole counſel of God, 
and to give a portion to every foul in due ſeaſon ; as a 13 
gives a potion to his patients, according to their diſeaſes, fo, 
you are to give a portion to every ſoul in due ſeaſon, accord- 
ing to their ſpiritual maladies ; whether it be agreeable-or diſ- 
agreeable to them, you mult give it them; whether they. will 
love you or hate you for it, you mult do your work. Your 
work is to encounter fin and fatan ; this was the very end of 
the coming of Chriſt into the world, and the end of his death 
and ſufferings it was to make an end of ſin and to deſtroy the 
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works of the devil. And this is your work ſtill, you are to 
fight the battles of the Lord. Therefore combine together, 
and be terrible as an army with banners; attack this monſter 

fin in all its ſhapes and windings, and lift up your voices as 
trumpets and not ſpare, call aloud, call your people to arms 
againſt this common enemy of mankind, that fin may not be 
their ruin. Call upon all orders, ranks and degrees of people, 
to riſe up againſt ſin and ſatan. Arm yourſelves with fervent 

prayer continually, this is a terrible weapon againſt the king- 
dom of ſatan. And preach the death and ſufferings, and the 
reſurrection of Jefus Chriſt ; for nothing is ſo deſtructive to the 
kingdom of the devil, as this is. But what need I ſpeak any 
more? Let us all attend, and hear. the great Apoſtle of the Gen- 
tiles ſpeaking unto us in Eph. vi from the 10th verſe and on- 
ward. Finally, my brethren, be ſtrong in the Lord, and in 
the power of his might; put on the whole armour of God, 
that ye may be able to ſtand againſt the wiles of the devil. For 


we wreſtle not againſt fleſh and blood, but againſt principalities, © 


againſt powers, againſt the rulers of the darkneſs of this world, 
againſt ſpiritual wickedneſs in high places. Wherefore take 
unto you the whole armour of God, that ye may be able 
to ſtand in the evil day, and having done all to ſtand; 
Stand therefore, having vour - loins girt about with. truth, 
And having on the breaſt- plate of righteouſneſs; and your feet 
ſhod with the preparation of the goſpel of peace: above all, 
taking the ſhield of faith, where with 1 ſhall be able to quench 
all the fiery darts of the wicked; and take the helmet of ſalva- 
tion, and the ſword of the ſpirit, which is the word of God: 
praying always with all prayer and ſupplication in the ſpirit, 
and watching thereunto with all perſeverance, and ſupplication 
for all ſaints ““ 15 5 
I ſhall now addrefs, myſelf to the Iudians, my brethren and 
kindred according to the fleſh. 4 
My POOR KINDRED, _ | 
You ſee the woful conſequences of ſin, by ſeeing this our 
r miſerable conntry- man now before us, who is to die this 
day for his ſins and great wickedneſs. And it was the ſin of 
drunkenneſs that has brought this deſtruction and untimely , 
death upon him. There is a dreadful woe denounced from the 
Almighty againſt drunkards ; and it is this ſin, this abomina- 
ble, this bealtly and accurſed {in of drunkenneſs, that has 
ſtript us of every deſirable comfort in this life; by this we are 
poor, miſcrable aud wretched ; by this ſin we have no name 
nor credit in the world among polite nations; for this fin we- 
are deſpiſed in the world, and it is all right and juſt, for we 
deſpiſe ourſelves more; and it we do not regard outfelves, who 
will regard us? And it is for our. ſins, and- eſpecially for that , 
accurſed, that moſt hateful fin of drunkenneſs that we ſuffer 
every day. For the love of ſtrong drink. we tpend all _ we

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have, and every thing we can get. By this ſin we cannot have 
comfortable houſes, nor any thing comfortable in our houſes ; 
neither food nor raiment, nor decent utenſils. We are obliged 
to. put up any ſort of ſhelter juſt to ſcreen ns from the ſeverity 
of the weather ; and we go about with very mean, ragged and 
1 clothes, almoſt naked. And we are half ſtarved, fort 
m 

our poor children are ſuffering every day ſor want of the neceſ- 
faries of life ; they are very often crying for want of food, and 
we have nothing to give.them ; and in the cold weather they 


are ſhivering and crying, being pinched with the cold All 


this is for the love of ſtrong drink. And this is not all the mi- 
ſery and evil we bring on ourſelves in this world ; hut when 
we are intoxicated with ſtrong drink, we down our rational 


powers, by which we are diſtinguiſhed from the brutal creation; 


we unman ourſelves, and bring ourſelves not only level with 
the beaſts of the field, but ſeven degrees beneath them ; yea 


we bring ovrſclves level with the devils; I do not know but 


we make ourſelves worſe than the devils, for I never heard of 
drunken devils. | 

My poor kindred, do conſider what a dreadful abomibable 
fin drunkenneſs” is. God made us men, and we chuſe to be 
beaſts and devils ; God made us rational creatures, and we chuſe 
to be fools. Do conſider further, and behold a drankard, and 
ſee how he looks, when he has drowned his reaſon ; how de- 
formed and ſhameful does he appear ? He disfigures every part 
of him, both ſoul. and body, which was made after the image 
of God. He appears with awful deformity, and his whole 
viſage is diefigured ; if he attempts to ſpeak he cannot bring 
out his words diſtin, ſo as to be underſtood ; if he walks he 
reels and ſtaggers to and fro, and tumbles down. And ſee how 
he behaves, he is now laughing, and then he is crying; he is 
ſinging, and the next minute he is mourning ; and is all Jove 


to every one, and anon he is raging, and for fighting, and 
killing all before him, even the neareſt and the deareſt relations 


and friends: Yea notning is too bad for a drunken man to do. 
He will do that which he would not do for the world, in his right 
mind. | 

Further, when a perſon is drunk, he is juſt good.for nothing 
in the world; he is of no ſervice to himſelf, to his ſamily, to 
his neighbours, or his country; and how much more unfit is 
he to ſerve God: yet he is jult,as fit for the ſeryice of the devil. 

Again, a man in drukenneſs is in all manner of dangers, he 


may be killed by his fellow-men, by wild beaſts, and tame beaſts; 


he may fall into the fire, into the water, or into a ditch ; or he 
may fall down as he walks along, and break his bones or his 
neck; he may cut himſelf with edge tools.---Further, if he has 
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any money or any thing valuable, he may loſe it all, or may 
be robbed, or he may make a fooliſh bargain, and be cheated © 
out of all he has. 4 ; Ts. 
lfI believe you know the truth of what I have juſt now ſaid, 
many of you, by ſad experience; yet you will go on ſtill in your 
drunkenneſs. Though you have been cheated over and over 
again, and you have loſt your ſubſtance by drunkenneſs, yet 
ou will venture to go on in this moſt deſtructive fin. O fools - 
when will ye be wiſe ?--- We all know the truth of what I have 
been ſaying, by what we have {gen and heard of drunken deaths. 
How many have been drowned in our rivers, and how many 
have been frozen to death in the winter ſeaſons! yet drunkards 
go on without fear and'conlideration : alas, alas! What will 
become of all ſuch drunkards? Without doubt they maſt all go 
to hell, except they truly repent and turn to God. Drunken- 
neſs is ſo common amongſt us, that even our young men and 
young women are not aſhamed to get drunk. Our young men 
will get drunk as ſoon as they will eat when they are hungry:--- 
It is generally eſteemed amongſt men, more abominable. for 
a woman to be drunk, than a man; and yet there is nothing 
more common amongſt us than female drunkards. Women 
ought to be more modeſt than men ; the holy ſcriptures recom- 
mend modeſty to women in particular :---but drunken women 
have no modeſty at al. It is more intolerable for a woman to 
get drunk, if, we conſider further, that ſhe is in great danger 
of falling into the hands of the ſons of Belial, or wicked men, 
and being ſhamefully treated by them 
And here I cannot but obſerve. we find in ſacred writ, a woe 
denounced againſt men, who put their bottles to their neigh» 
bours mouth to make them drunk, that they may ſee their 
nakedneſs: and no doubt there are ſuch deviliſh men now in 
our day, as there were in the days of old. * 
And to conclude, conſider my poor kindred, you that are 
drunkards, into what a miſerable condition you have brought 
yourſelves. There is a dreadſul woe thundering againſt you 
every day, and the Lord ſays, that drunkards ſhall not inherit 
the kingdom of God *. J. 
And now let me exhort you all to break off from your drunk- 
enneſs, by a goſpel repentance, and believe on the Lord Jeſus 
and you ſhall be-ſaved. Take warning by this doleſul ſight 
before us, and by all the dreadful judgments that have befallen - 
poor drunkards. O let us all reform our lives, and live as be- 
comes dying creatures, in time to come. Let us be per- 
ſuaded that we are accountable creatures to God, and we muſt 
be called to an account in a few days. You that have been 
careleſs all your days, now awake to righteoufneſs, and be

concerned for your poor and never dying ſouls. Fight _ 
all fins, and eſpecially the fin that eaſily beſets you, and be- 
have in time to come as becomes rational creatures; and above 
alt things, receive and believe on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and 
you ſhall bave eternal life ; and when you come to die, your 
ſouls will be received into heaven, there to be with the Lord 
Jeſus in eternal happineſs, and with all the ſaints in glory; 
which, God of his infinite mercy grant, through Jeſus Chriſt our

Lord. Amen. 
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Mr. Kirkland has ſent to the ſociety in Scotland, for propagating 
chriſtian knowledge, a copy of his journal from May 1786 to May 1787. 
A concern about religion began among the Onoida Indians Auguſt 
and September 1786, and in November greatly increaſed, and continued 
to do ſo through the winter and ſpring. About ſeventy in three vil- 
lages of that tribe appear ſavingly converted. In one of theſe villages 
the convictions have been remarkably rational and pungent, and a ſenſe 
of the evil of their fin, bas exceeded the fear of puniſhment. In ano- 
ther, juſt views of their ſtate lave been more mixed with enthuſiaſm. 
Outward reformation is ſuch, that in one village there hath not been 
an inſtance of an Indian drunk theſe ſix months. On Lord's Days 
Mr. Kirkland is often employed without any conſiderable intermiſſion 
from morning to evening, and can hardly command leiſure for neceſ- 
 fary refreſhment ; and often on other days ſpends ten hours in preach- 
ing, catechifing and private religious converſation with the many who 
- eome to unfold to him the diſtreſſes of their ſouls, and to aſk initruc- 
tion in chriſtianity. Their hunger for the bread of life, permits not 
his ſending them empty away. Frequently they have enjoyed much 
of God's preſence in public worſhip: It was remarkably ſo on January 1, 
1787, when they were diſturbed with Pagan Indians diſcovering their 
joy for the New Year, by firing of guns, and inviting the Chriſtians to 
' an idolatrons dance, for which there was not a fufficient number 
through their refuſal. Irritated at Mr Kirkland, to whom they aſ- 
eribed the diſappointment, four Indian youths conſpired to murder 
him that night, which was diſcovered, and by the great care of ſome 
of his converts, diſappointed. Even the Heathen dachems diſapproved 
this, and at an Indian Council that week, three of the youths expreſ- 
ſed their penitence, and the fourth ſent his apology. Fheſe appear- 
ances have ſtruck ſome of the Tuſcarara and Onondaga tribes. Mr. 
K. vrites that his work though ſo uncommonly laborious, was never ſo 
- delightful, Indeed ſince the days of Mr David Brainerd, there has 
been nothing ſo-promifing among the Indians. Mr Kirkland is tranſlat- 
ing the goſpel of Mark, and ſome fele& Pſalms, into the Onoida lan- 
guage, which he hopes to get printed. His labours are much helped 
by a Echoolmaſter, and by good Peter the catechiſt, one of the mot 
eloquent men among the Six Nations. n
